She was confounded with Sha 
having fo long pleaſed herſelf with al 
ſion, that was but a meer Treachery: Se 
ſoon reſolved what to do ; She wit t 
him, all that Grief, Aﬀe&tion, and Deſpai 
could invent, of moſt ſenſible, and mo 
paſſionate, ' without acquainting him what 
{hould become of her ;- only, bid him'a 
Eternal Fare-well. This Letter {urprized him, 
and gave him ſome ſenſe of -Grief: ' The 
Beauty and Wit of Nar/a, were of fuch 
high PerfeQt:ion, that it render'd the Li 
of her troubleſome, even to the Inconſta 
Humour of Alamire.

She was extreamly vext, that ſhe. had not 
left it ſomewhere, where he might light 
upog it. /n fine, the night before ſhe 
parted from Tortofa, ſhe ſent one of her fa- 
thers Gentlemen with the Letter, with 
Dire&tions where he ſhould find Theodorick 
near T arragone : She commanded him not *?

find her out. Felime at the ſight of Ale 
mire did not find that abſence had cured 
her, of the paſſion ſhehad for him : Alowye 
found nothing but an Augmentation of, 
the rigors of Zayde : And Zayde an increaſe 
of her Averſion for Alamre. YE 
The King of Cordova, gave the Gene-
